FIRST DAY—Arrernoon Session. 


The-Association assembled at 2 o'clock, by singing 
‘Amazing Grace.” The Moderator read 37th division Psalms 
and prayer was offered by Bro. R. 8. Thomas. 

Brethren R. 8. Thomas and E. N. Miller were apponted 
reading clerks. After reading letters from eighteen churches 
the body went into an election for permanent organization, 
which resulted as follows:

We recommend the Bible as the basis of Sabbath 
Schools. We feel that this praiseworthy interest is too much 
neglected in our bounds. 

Realizing that it is the first and strongest obligation of 
parent to child to train a child in the way it should go, the 
great importance of which is in the fear and admonition of 
the Lord;and while we would not disparage home instruction 
yet to enlarge the field of thought and reach some who may 
not be blessed with home or parental training, we earnestly 
recommend, and would encourage, the.formation and contin- 
uance of Sabbath Schools in each church within our bounds 
and that the Superintendent and teachers striye to make the 
study of God's word pleasant as well as instructive, and to 
this end we recommend short and pithy lectures, suitable, 
yet simple, vocal music that all may join in, and that none 
may be deprived of this benefit we recommend that each 
church raise a fund sufficient to supply the indigent with 
proper literature, and we recommend the Southern Baptist 
Convention series as adopted and fostered by Southern Bap- 
tist Convention. 

We learn by statistics that about three-fourths of the 
converted to the Christian religion can trace their earliest 
impressions of Christian duty to the Sabbatn school—hence 
we conclude that a church cannot enjoy the full fruition of 
prosperity while neglecting this important interest. 

We recommend holding annual 8. 8. institutes in the 
Associational bounds. We would further recommend and 
urge the importance of the proper observance of Childrens’ 
Day, in June of each year.

: MINISTER! EDUCATION. 

We understand the word educate to mean the develop- 
ment of the entire man, the physical man as well as the 
spirital man. If God has given mana strong physical con- 
stitution does He not require him to use every effort tosustain 


it? And if he impairs his Gonstitution God will hold’ him 


responsible for it. 


The minister having a strong constitution and an ed- 
ucated heart can be more successful than oae with his phys- 
ical nature impaired. 

In the second place God holds us responsible for the im- 
provement of the spiritual man. He has endowed man with 
a number of faculties—notably memory, reason and will. 

God requires all men to improve their faculties to the 
best of their ability, and He expects no less of the minister 
in this line than of other men—hence on these grounds, if 
no other, the minister should endeavor to educate himself to 
the best of his ability. The minister who fails to improye 
every faculty that God has given him will be held respon- 


sible. 
All men should be educated physically, mentally and 


morally. 
The improvement of man’s intellectual powers is some- 


thing that lies within the reach of man’s owu efforts, and 
unless he makes an effort along this line himself his intel- 


lectual powers will certainly be inactive. God does not. 
promise to do for us what we can do for ourselves. He does ~ 


not reason for us, if he did, we would all reason alike. He 
will never solve a sylogism for man. We have seen what 
the minisiter must do, now, in the th.rd place, we will notice 
what part God does. God calls the minister and prepares 
his heart for preaching the word. The preparation of the 
heart must come from God, and unless God prepares the 
heart of a minister his work will be in yain. We cannot 
believe that the spirit of God dictates the thought to his 
ministers—if it did we would all have the same depth of 
thought—but we do believe that the Holy Spirit aids a man 
in preaching in several ways. We will mention one: 
It accompanies the word spoken to the hearts of the au 

dience, and makes the preaching effectual.
